Richmond, April 2>. The question of 
calling a constRational convention in 
Virginia has boon practically settled so 
far as the Democrats are concerned. 
A 
majority of the delegates to the Demo­ 
cratic state convention, which meets at 
Norfolk on May 2, are instructed in fa­ 
vor of making the call for the conven­ 
tion a |*irty issue. This matter is now 
the ahuula ag one in Virginia, aud the 
demand for the disfranchisement of the 
negroes aud other constitutional reforms 
has entirely overshadowed the original 
purpose for which the meeting wa* 
called 
The constitution nuder which the peo­ 
ple now live was adopted iii iSW by 
what was known as tho Underwood 
convention. That body was composal 
of northern soldiers aud negroes. The 
white people of Virginia, very many of 
whom were then disfranchised, had lit­ 
tle or uo part in the formation of the 
organic law under which they have since 
lived. There is an overwhelming sen­ 
timent iii the state rn favor of eliminat­ 
ing the negro vote from its politics for 
ever. This can only be accomplished 
by a constitutional revision. Theelim- 
iiuation of the negro vote is demanded 
not only from tho groat black belts of 
Virginia, but also by the white counties. 
Some of the largest aud most influential 
of the latter elected delegations and in­ 
structed them to favor a convention. 
The keynote of this radical suffrage 
reform has In* u sounded by the declara­ 
tions of the great negro counties. These, 
in effect insist that tho present politi­ 
cians cannot continue in the Old Domin­ 
ion. The plain explanation of these dec­ 
larations is that the people are tired of 
tile means which they have been forced 
to countenance in order to retaiu white 
supremacy iii the state. They now de­ 
mand that a constitutional convention 
shall lai called and the negroes removed 
from politics. 
The elements opposing 
tliis movement are the great corpora­ 
tions, the local officeholders und the Re­ 
publicans. 
Some of the Democrats, including 
Governor Tyler, have taken the position 
that their party cannot carry tho con­ 
vention at tho polls oil May 28. 
They 
insist that tim elements named with the 
addition of illiterate whites, will defeat 
it.

Allen and his family, with General 
Davis aud Lieutenant Parker, the latter 
Mr. Alien ’n aide, left the Dolphin at 
noon, the Texas and Dolphin firing a 
salute of I? guns. 
Meanwhile the band 
played “ Boriuquen," the Porto Rican 
national air, and the steamers lying in 
tile harbor kept up a continuous whit* 
tling until the launch ranched the land- I 
wig. 
Mr. Allen ran quickly up the steps, 
ami tho families of General Davis and 
the new civil governor were introduced 
to each other. 
A crowd of 3000 looked | 
on but was kept at a distance. 
The po­ 
lice and troops marched past at present, 
arms, Mr. Allen doffing his hat. 
He then entered tho carriage that wan ! 
in waiting and drove to the executive 
mansion, preceded by troojw and follow­ 
ed by squads of police. 
He constantly , 
raised bis hat to the throng that lined 
the sidewalks. 
Mr. Allen took breakfast with General 
Davis and with his family will remain 
as the guest of General Davis indefinite­ 
ly. Ile landed iii an ordinary costume, 
straw hat, blue coat ami duck trousers, . 
ami a Wave of exclamations followed the 
carriage. 
“ That cant be Mr. Allen,” said one. j

another; "not that man in the straw 
hat, surely not.”

the first governor of Puerto Rico to ar­ 
rive in anything less conspicuous than a 
gorgeous uniform covered with gold lace 
ami similar trappings. 
A few representative citizens were 
present at the landing, the throng being 
composed largely of middle classes. Nor 
was there* any attempt to decorate the 
buildings, or nothing to speak of, aud i 
generally the reception wa# not notably 
enthusiastic. 
One Puerto Rican explained the lack 
of popular demonstrativeness by saying 
Chat tho i**ople were dissatisfied to find 1 
that th*- civil government would not 
actually be in full force on May I, as 
they hoped.

ADVANCES STEADILY. 


In Coni MHI Iron She la Forging Fast 
to the Front, in Cotton Superior 
and Corn Not far Iteluiul 
iii lier Production. 


Baltimore, April 28. — Tho part to 
bo played by the smith in the his­ 
tory of tho world daring the 
next 
generation is strongly set forth ill an ar­ 
ticle iu this week s Manufacturers Rec­ 
ord. dealing with tho sway of coal, iron, 
corn and cotton, whose principal seat of 
Authority is in the United States. 
It ii 
pointed out that coal holds its portion 
in a tier of states between tho Alleglm- 
Hies and the Mississippi and iron h a s its 
kingdom at present in the same region 
wit Ii nu outlaying colony for ore supply 
around Lake Superior, that these are 
mere tem po nary quarters and that an­ 
other generation xviii find its centre of 
production both iii coal and iron as far 
below the southern line of Pennsylvania 
as it is now north of it, and, probably, I 
at its natural situs,the south. Tho writer 
of the article who has given years of 
personal investigation of southern orcs, 
continues: 
"W e have been told from time to time 
that the south had lib coal that was 
good for anything. 
Then that it was a 
poor steam coal, and would not coke, 
that southern iron was inferior,and that 
attempts to develop the trade in the 
south would only result in failure. Each 
foolish lie has been outworn and dis­ 
proved. 
As a matter of fact, the south 
has more Clinton ore, the kind mined at 
Birmingham, far more brown ore,which 
makes the toughest and most ductile 
mill iron known, and far more Bessemi r 
ore, each counted separately, than tile 
total ore supply around Ijtke Superb r 
on nil sides, and that ore is the basis of 
the iron trade of the country today. 
It 
is almost a thousand miles away from 
the coal fields and coke ovens which sup­ 
ply the fuel to smelt it. 
‘‘Tile Clinton ores of the south lie 
alongside the coal; the brown ores 20 to 


IR) miles away, on either side of the coal 
fields; the Bessemer ores, the highest 
grade of magnetic aud specular iron, OO 
to IOO miles distant, and easily aecessi- j 
ble, ami this aloug a distance measured 1 
by hundreds of miles. 
With the pres­ 
sure now on the iron trnde this wealth 
will lie developed, because the cost of 
production ought not to exceed half the 
cost elsewhere in the world.” 
Pointing out the needs of other na­ 
tions, the article continues: “ In iron, 
coal, cotton and corn production the in­ 
crease must bt- steady to meet increasing 
demand. 
In another generation iron 
production will have moro than doubled, 
the increase almost wholly doming from 
tho United States, that is, we shall be 
making 40,000,000 tons of pig iron an­ 
nually; raising 5,OOO,OOI),OOO to 0,000,000,- 
000 bushels of corn, or even more, for 
wheat will not keep pace, and turning 
out perhaps 80,000,000 hales of cotton 
each year. 
“ That is to say, developments in the 
south for the next three or four decade- 
will greatly exceed anything known in 
the history of the world. 
The gain in 
coal and iron will lie there, because coal 
can be mined more cheaply aud iron 
produced at ^alf the cost there than it 
can elsewhere iii the world.” 
During the past few weeks there has 
has been an apparent slacking iii the 
takings of cotton by northern mills, sn 
that at the close of last week the total 
takings since September wore but 65,422 
bales more than those taken during the 
same period last season, while the in­ 
crease in the takings by southern mills 
was 105,077. 
'The takings by southern 
mills this season have been more than .‘14 
percent of the total takings in the coun­ 
try. 
Where this cotton is going and 
where more is to follow is indicated by 
the continuous record of additions and 
other improvements of existing mills in 
the south and plans for the erection of 
new ones.
